I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district  for  1971. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947-  SECTION  47.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimated  mid  year  population  was  6,120  - a continued  rise  - this 
year  of  430  on  the  1970  estimate.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  development 
of  the  town  with  new  young  married  couples  and  young  families  coming  to 
live  in  the  town. 

There  were  97  births  ~ a rate  of  15.8  per.  1000  population  ( 16 . 5 in  1970) 
the  rate  for  England  and  '..'ales  was  16  per.  1000,  of  these.  11  births  were 
illegitimate  which  is  11$  of  all  live  births  (%-  in  1970)  and  the  rate  for 
England  and  Vales  was  8/S. 

There  was  1 still  birth  (0  in  1970),  this  gives  a still  birth  rate  of 
10  per  1000  total  live  and  still  births  - 12  per  1000  in  England  and  Yales. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  in  their  first  year  of  life  which  gives 
a rate  of  21  per  1000  live  births  (0  in  1970)  - the  national  rate  was  18. 

There  were  no  home  confinements  and  34  births  were  "Out  of  County" 
births  - mostly  at  Shrewsbury.  ■ 

There  wore  89  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of  14*5  Per  1000  population 
(13.5  in  1970)  compared  with  11.6  national  rate. 

41  of  these  deaths  occurred  after  the  age  of  75  years.  25  deaths  were 
due  to  heart  disease  and  28  due  to  cerebrovascular  disease.  16  deaths  were 
due  to  some  form  of  cancer. 


EATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Montgomeryshire  ’7ater  Board  is  responsible  for  supplying  the  town 
wjth  water  and  throughout  the  year  all  samples  taken  were  satisfactory  and 
there  was  no  shortage. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Plans  wore  prepared  for  new  public  conveniences  in  the  Market  Vaults. 
These  will  be  for  the  use  of  the  market  hall  and  the  public.  They  will  be 
modern  and  have  provision  for  disabled  persons. 


FLOODING. 


There  was  none 
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SEVERS. 


Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  no  new  sewers  which  had  been  laid  by  the 
Development  Corporation  has  been  taken  over,  Dork  was  "begnn  by  th-e  Corporation 
on  the  outfallsewer  and  there  were  cpn  ultations  throughout  the  year  on  the 
plans  of  the  design  and  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  severs  was  carried  out. 


HOUSING. 

The  Council  built  no  houses  in  the  year  but  plans  were  made  to 
modernise  the  Council  houses  at  Dinam  Terrace. 

Much  private  development  went  on  and  the  Corporation  continued  its 
housing  development  at  Trehafren. 


REFUSE  TIP. 

Continued  use  was  made  of  the  Council’s  Refuse  tip  at  Garth  Owen.  The 
level  of  the  tip  is  consequently  higher  than  originally  desirable  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  t at  planning  permission  to  use  a site  at  Abermule  will  be  forthcoming 
soon.  It  is  the  proposal  of  the  Working  Party  set  up  to  investigate  sites  for 
a pulverisation  plant,  that  such  a plant  should  be  sited  at  the  Goetre  brickworks, 
Abermule. 

;.7ith  the  increased  development  of  Newtown,  both  in  population  and 
industrially  and  the  development  of  the  other  towns  in  the  county  the 
problem  of  controlled  refuse  disposal  becomes  very  acute.

SALMONELLOSIS 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
me  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advice  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  V.here 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  i3  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm. 


NEFTOUN  U.D. 


One  outbreak  was  notified  on  a farm  within  the  urban  district.  The 
farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  but  no  raw  milk  is  sold,  it  all  goes 
for  pasteurisation. 


MACHYNLLETH  R.D. 


Three  outbreaks  were  notified,  two  on  one  farm  where  there  is  no 
milk  dealer’s  licence  and  the  third  on  a farm  with  a licence. 


ITS' TOUT  R.D. 

Four  outbreaks  notified,  two  with  no  milk  dealer’s  licence  and  two 
with  such  a licence  - all  the  milk  is  pasteurised. 


BRUCELLOSIS. 


Although  this  is  not  a nptifiable  disease  I became  aware  of  three  cases 
occuring  in  males  ages  37>  39  and  48  years.  Two  of  these  men  were  farmers, 
hut  the  third  had  only  a remote  connection  with  farms  and  gave  no  history  of 
drinking  raw  milk.

The  joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  has  reviewed  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  Smallpox  in  Great  Britain 
at  the  present  time  and  during  1971  the  following  advice  was  g£ven  by  this 
Committee;- 

1.  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended  as  a 
routine  procedure  in  early  childhood. 

2.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  of  the  world  where  Gmail pox  is 
endemic  or  countries  where  eradication  programmes  are  in  progress 
should  be  protected  by  recent  vaccination. 

3.  Health  Service  Staff  who  came  into  contact  with  patients  should  be 
offered  vaccination  and  regular  re-- vaccination.
